MAJOR GEORGE FARRAGUT 


Major George Farragut is often relegated to a secondary 
place in favor of his noted son, Admiral David Glasgow Farragut, 


__ not too well beloved by Mississippians. George Farragut, b. on 


Island of Minorca of Spanish ancestry. His parents, Anthony 
Farragut and Juana Mesquida, came of a Jong line of distin- 
guished ancestry which had served five centuries in prominent 
places in Army, Government and Church. George was educated 
in Barcelona, learned seafaring, and landed in America in 1776 
in time to join the colonies in their fight for independence; soon 
rated a captain and is reputed to have saved the life of Col. Wil- 
liam Washington at the battle of the Cowpens. 


After the war, settled in eastern Tennessee, was commis- 
sioned a Major of Calvary; built houses and acquired land. In 
1807 comrnissioned a Sailing Master in the U. S. Navy and as- 
signed to the Gulf of Mexico; bought land in Spanish West Flor- 
ida, on the Pascagoula, now in Jackson County, Miss.’ In 1808 
moved his family to New Orleans and in that year his wife died 
of Yellow Fever; he seems to have kept up homes in both places. 
Jn 1811 and again in 1813, George Farragut was appointed a 
Justice of the Peace for the Parish of Pascagoula, lying on the 
Pascagoula. In 1814, he retired to private life and it is not thought 
‘that he took part in the War of 1812. He spent the remainder of 
his life at this home on the Pascagoula where he died and was 
buried in 1817,

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After a short convalescence, Farragut 
joined a new Continental Army expedi- 


‘tion commanded by Maj, Gen, Nathanael 


Greene. Arriving in the Carolinas, Greene 
split his.3,000 troops into two columns. 
The smaller force, commanded by Brig. 
Gen. Daniel Morgan, included a ragged 
band of scarcely 100 cavalrymen under 
Lt. Col, William Washington. Among the 
troopers was Lieutenant Farragut. 

At Cowpens in South Carolina on Janu- 
ary 17,1781, Morgan was pursued by a 
British flying column led by the dashing 
but ruthless Lt. Col. Banastre “Bloody Ban” 
Tarleton, while Cornwallis had set out to 
engage Greene's larger column. To make 
the most of his assets, Morgan placed his 
poorly trained militia ahead of his more- 
disciplined Continental line infantry, with 
orders to fire just two volleys before re- 
tiring to the rear. Washington's cavalry lay 
farther to the rear on a low ridge, shel- 
tered from British fire. As Morgan had 


‘planned, after his rnilitia fired their nwo 


volleys and ran, Tarleton’s advancing 


| troops broke ranks into a disorderly pur- 


suit—and right into a devastating volley 
from Morgan's waiting Virginian and 
Maryland Continentals. At that decisive 
moment, Washington's horse flanked Tar- 
leton’s right, and the militia returned to 
enfilade his left. Farragut took part in the 
cavalry charge and by his own account 
saved Washington’s life during a-desper- 
ate hand-to-hand encounter with Tar- 
leton. Tarleton, himself wounded, escaped 


_ with a mere 10 percent of his men. The 


once-elite Tarleton’s Legian had been ef- 
fectively annihilated. 


FOLLOWING COWPENS, North Caro- 
lina’s Governor Abner Nash appointed 
Farragut to command an artillery de- 
tachment, with which he saw action ina 
skirmish at Beaufort Bridge. Artillery 
proved to be vulnerable, difficult to move 
and harder to supply in South Carolina, 
$0 Farragut raised a cavalry troop from 
North Carolina for his command.

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FARRAGUT, GEORGE (Sept. 29, 1755-June 
4, 1817), naval and army officer, was born in 
Ciudadela, the capital of Minorca, when that 
Spanish island was a British possession. He was 
the son of Anthony Ferragut and Juana Mesqui- 
da, both of Spanish extraction. For more than 
five centuries members of the Ferragut family 
had held prominent offices in Minorca in the 
army, the government, and the church, 

George was sent to school at Barcelona but at 
the age of ten he went to sea and from 1765 to 
1772 was employed chiefly in the Mediterranean. 
Toward the end of this period, while in the Rus- 
sian service, he aided in the destruction of a 
Turkish fleet as one of the crew of a fireship that 
set fire to the fleet. In 1773-75 he was employed 
in the American seas trading chiefly between 
Havana and Vera Cruz. In the latter year at 
New Orleans on hearing of the difficulties be- 
tween Great Britain and her colonies, he resolved 
to devote his life and fortune to the service of 
the Americans. Proceeding to Port-au-Prince 
he exchanged his cargo for cannon, arms, and 
ammunition and sailed for Charleston, S. C., 
where he arrived in 1776. Following a period 
of service as a lieutenant on a privateer, he was 
appointed, in 1778, a first lieutenant in the South 
Carolina navy. After superintending the con- 
struction of some of the galleys of that state, he 
was given the command of one of them and going 
to sea fought a severe action in the Savannah 
River. 

’ In 1779 Farragut assisted at the defense of 
Savannah and in the following year was actively 
employed at the siege of Charleston, on the fall 
of which city he was taken prisoner. When ex- 
changed he went to sea on board a privateer and 
in an engagement had his right arm badly shat- 
tered by a musket ball. The use of his arm he 
never fully recovered. Giving up sea service he 
made his way to Gen. Marion’s headquarters, 
where he acted as a volunteer. He also served 
in that capacity at the battle of Cowpens. Then, 
proceeding to Wilmington, N. C., he was ap- 
pointed by Gov. Nash of that state to the com- 
mand of a company of volunteer artillery, which 
took part in the battle of Beaufort Bridge. When 
Cornwallis invaded North Carolina, Farragut 
raised a company of volunteer cavalry with which 
he harassed the rear of the army of the enemy as 
it marched into Virginia. The state of North

Carolina made him a captain of cavalry and jor 
his military services he received the thanks of 
Gen. Marion and of the governor of South Caro- 
lina, 

After the Revolution Farragut earned a liveli- 
hood as a mariner until 1792 when Gen. Blount, 
governor of the Southwest Territory, invited 
him to take up his residence in Knoxville and 
appointed him a major of militia. In 1793 he 
served under Gen. Sevier in an expedition against 
the Cherokees. Farragut remained in Tennessee 
until 1807 when President Jefferson made him a 
sailing master in the navy, and in that year he 
removed to New Orleans and took command of 
a naval gunboat. In 1811 he was ordered to the 
Bay of Pascagoula, Miss., near which he had a 
large plantation. He was in the navy until dis- 
charged, Mar. 25, 1814. His last military ser- 
vice was performed at the battle of New Orleans. 

In 1795 Farragut married Elizabeth Shine 
(1765-1808), who was born in Dobbs County, 
N.C. Of this union five children were born, the 
two eldest of whom, William A. C. and David G. 
Farragut [g.v.], were officers in the navy. Far- 
ragut died at Point Plaquet, West Pascagoula, 
Miss. He was a man of courage, a restless ad- 
venturer, “by profession a mariner,” a fit sire 
for a great naval officer.

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It is a great pleasure and satisfaction for me to be 
with you this evening on the occasion of the viewing of 
the films about the life and career of Bernardo de 
GALVEZ in Louisiana. [n accepting the invitation of 
the Louisiana Historical Society my address will deal with 
the Spanish contribution to the cause of the American 
Revolution. 


Ask any American, with the exception of the trained 
historian, What he knows of the aid given by Spain to 
the United States in its struggle for independence during 
the Revolutionary War and the answer will be short and 
instantaneous = "Nothing". Ask the same question of 
many students of American History and the answer will 
be the same. 


And yet, the Spanish contribution to the birth of the 
United States was enormously important. 


Let it be recognized frankly that neither France nor 
Spain entered the struggle for the independence of the 
American Colonies from pure altruism. Nations have 
always acted for reasons of state, as they do to this day. 
But this is not to say that the participation of the two 
countries did not substantially contribute to the winning 
of independence. 


The story of the contribution of France has often been 
told. But what of the contribution of Spain? That story 
has been sadly and inexplicably neglected. 


It is the purpose of this short address to reveal or 
remind to you of that story, as dispassionately and 
objectively as possible. 


Modern research carried out in archives in Spain, 
France and Washington reveal that the courts of Madrid 
and Paris had agreed early in the year 1776, upon a plan 
for giving assistance secretly to the revolting colonies. 
lt was agreed between them that in order to insure the 
secrecy, since neither Court was to appear as an ally of 
the insurgents, all monies and supplies should be handled 
by a third party and appear as open business transactions . 


Sympathy for the Americans, when they began open 
hostilities against the mother country, ran high throughout 
Spain. At that time, however, Spain was not in a position 
to make her sympathy openly known. She was engaged in 
a war with Portugal over possessions in South America that 
Was costing her vast amounts in money and many men and 
Ships. England, the open ally of Portugal, held the 
dangerous points of Minorca, Mahon and Gibraltar. Her 
navy was the most powerful on the seas, second in numbers 
Only to the Spanish fleet. 
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Carlos tlt was, at this time, diplomatically involved in 
peace negotiations with Portugal and could ill afford to ente 
into any alliance that might endanger the successful conclus 
of these negotiations, To become openly engaged in the 
struggle of the American colonists against their mother count 
would certainly lead to a declaration of war against England 
and invite an immediate blockade of all Spanish ports, thus 
ending all possibility of signing the desired treaty with 
Portugal. Such was the position of Spain when the American 
began hostilities against England. It also sufficiently explai 
the reasons why Spain decided to keep secret her aid to the 
revolting colonies . 


It was arranged accordingly that, to start with, the two 
Bourbon Courts would make an outright gift of two million 
"livres tournoises ," one million to come from each Court. 
One of the first moves consisted of setting up a ficticious (sic 
company to direct the aid program; make purchase of supplies 
arrange for their shipment to the Colonies, contact American 
agents living in France and account for the monies spent. 
Thus, in June 1776, when the American Revolution had just 
begun, we find both Spain and France acting officially, 
though under the seal of secrecy, as allies of the English 
colonies against their mother country. Even before this date, 
however, supplies had been going out on a haphazard basis 
through the poris of Spain, France and Holland, as ship 
captains from America picked up arms and ammunition in 
personal trading ventures. Moreover, much important trade 
of this nature had been going on through the Spanish ports in 
the West Indies. Using these same ports as bases, American 
captains had been able to prey upon British merchant vessels 
during the first months*of the war. 


By September 1777, Spain had already furnished the 
American insurgents with 1.870.000 livres tournoises, but 
before long, it became apparent to the court of Madrid that 
the funds which had been given equally by the two nations 
were being credited, by the Americans, solely to the Court 
of France. 


Nevertheless, Spain was still maintaining in 1777 the 
cloak of secrecy over its operations, a secrecy believed to 


’ be vital to the security of its American dominion. For this 


reason when Charles ill decided to send Juan Miralles as 
an observer to the headquarters of General Washington in 
1777, Miralles took up his duties under the patronage of 
the French Ambassador, following the instructions of the 
Spanish Court. Miralles position was humiliating. He felt, 
and not without reason, that the affairs of Spain were being 
adjusted to the indirect advantage of France. But it proved 
impossible to bring about a change in his status. Washing- 
ton and Miralles became very close friends. The Spanish 
diplomat died in Washington's headquarters, at Morristown, 
on April 1780. The highest military honors were rendered 
to him as if he had been a fully accredited ambassador . 
Washington paid his final tribute to his friend in a letter to 
the Governor of Havana saying of him "in this country he 


as been universally esteemed and will be universally regret- 
2d." 


In the fall of 1777, Washington, his army short of 
lothing and war supplies, was facing the winter that might 
ell decide the fate of his country. Desperate agents of the 
>lonies were becoming more and more indiscreet, announcing 
oenly the sources of aid to America. By giving the strong 
npression that Spain and France were actually their open 
llies, they hoped to weaken England's will to continue the 
ar. 


Finally, on the 21st of June 1779, Spain declared war 
jyainst Great Britain. 


But before that happened, the hard-pressed Americans 
ere being placed in possession of sorely-needed supplies 
ong the western frontier through the Spanish Governor of 
nuisiana in New Orleans, Bernard de GALVEZ. New 
rleans was thus to become crucial to the cause of the Ameri- 
in revolution. There, the story of the collaboration between 
lliver POLLOCK, who was well on his way to becoming one 
‘the greatest financiers in North America, and the young 
vanish Governor, Bernardo de GALVEZ» would remain 
rever a glorious affirmation of the friendship between Spain 
id the struggling new nation. 


It is not my purpose to go into the narrative of the cam- 
ligns which followed. | would rather mention very briefly 
me of its more relevant details. 


Fortunately the renewed interest in their own history 
‘akened in Americans by the celebration of the Bicentennial 
ar, has reminded many of the decisive importance of the role 
ayed by Bernardo de GALVEZ in the unfolding of the Ameri- 
n Revolution. Nevertheless, not many Americans know about 
2 "Marcha de Galvez" and about the fight which took place 
ong the Caribbean (Gulf) coast of the United States or up 
2 Mississippi Valley, in which Americans and Spaniards 
ight together against the common English foe. 


And this is so because there is a tendency to consider the 
rerican Revolution as a series of dramatic events taking 
ice in a comparatively small area along the Eastern Seaboard, 
getting the crucial importance that the Mississippi River 
Iley and the Northeast Coast of the Gulf of Mexico did 
tually have in the success of the uprising. 


The celebration of the Bicentennial has been an excellent 
sortunity, to bring back to the arena of the American Revolu- 
n the role played by Louisiana and the rest of the territories 
North America, which were once under the sovereignty of 
ain, 


Spain's attitude in the first moments of the Revolution 
s clearly expressed by Don Bernardo de GALVEZ when he 
te Colonel MORGAN, at the time Commander in Fort Pitt, 
August 9, 1777. After expressing his support for the 
lonists cause, GALVEZ said: "You can count on me ex- 
ding whatever aid is within my power to give, as long as 
ppear to be totally ignorant of it." That cautious attitude 
: totally in line with the secrecy requested for the oper- 
2n by the Court of Spain, as was mentioned before. 
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Spain's entry into the War came at a time that was 
highly critical for the Colonists, who were trying to 
fight the strongest nation in Europe almost barehanded . 
In 1778, the center of gravity of the war had been 
transferred from the North to the South and there the 
fortunes of war were not exactly favouring the Colonists . 
That year the English took Savannah and Augusta, as 
well as other towns, causing severe setbacks for the 
American forces which had lost some 5.000 men. 


lt was then that the British hastened fo put into 
action their long contemplated plans for the capture of 
New Orleans, and there is little doubt that their 
success would have given them permanent command of 
the Mississippi Basin, from Canada to the Gulf. 


It is very easy to imagine what the consequences 
of such a situation would have meant to the cause of 
the American Revolution. With the British already 
controlling all the Eastern Coast, Canada and Florida, 
their possession of the Mississippi Valley would have 
strangled the rebellion to death. 


Spain contributed to prevent this from happening 
by entering the Revolutionary War and providing the 
Colonists with secure Southern and Western borders, 
from its bases in Louisiana and Cuba, This was extreme- 
ly important since it prevented the American Revolu- 
tionaries from getting encircled, Supplies could 
continue to flow up the Mississippi and, from then on, 
the Colonists would be able to wage their war of 
Independence with their backs well protected. 


The Spanish Commander-in-C hief was Don 
Bernardo de GALVEZ. In September 1779, he led his 
forces 115 miles north of New Orleans in eleven days, 
in what is known as the "Marcha de Galvez," 
capturing Manchack (Manchac), Baton Rouge and 
Natchez, British posis on the Mississippi. Then he 
turned on Mobile, which he conquered by the end of 
March 1780, leaving only Pensacola, capital of West 
Florida, that was to be surrendered to him by Briga- 
dier General John CAMPBELL, together with 1.100 
prisoners, by the summer of 1781. 


Spain's declaration of war on England forced 
the British to fight on several fronts at the same time, 
having to oppose the combined Franco-Spanish Fleet 
of 90 vessels, which was laying siege to Gibraltar, 
and had even threatened to invade England itself. 

In this way, they tied-up a sizeable percentage of the 
British fleet from the Indian Ocean to the Caribbean, 
making it impossible for England to effect a blockade 
on the American Coast, and so facilitating the 
operation of an ever-growing fleet of American and 
foreign privateers. The activities of Spanish priva- 
teers were also an important factor as they helped to 
cripple English means of communication and trans- 
portation. Among those privateers was The Spaniard 
Jorge Farragut, father of the first American Admiral .*

and the Spanish people. The war on American soil was 
virtually ended by the close of 1781. The battle of 
Yorktown decided the outcome. In that final and 

decisive battle, Spain's part was indirect and unique. The 
Spanish authorities in Havana raised in 24 hours by public 
subscription 15 million dollars continental to make possi- 
ble the defeat of CORNWALLIS by WASHINGTON at 
Yorktown in October 17, 1781, thereby ensuring to the 
Americans the possession of Virginia, the Carolinas and 
Georgia, 


Through this spontaneous action in Havana, Spain 
took her indirect but important part in the final scene that 
was to ensure the destiny of the people of the United 
States . 


It was not until July 1794, more than ten years after 
the close of the war, that the task of computing the total 
debt to Spain incurred by the United States was completed. 
The bill amounted to a total of slightly over 2 million 
dollars, truly an enormous sum for that time. For a nation 
whose only currency was in paper, that purchasing power 
may well have meant the difference between victory and 
defeat.

Your note has been received & it would give me great 
pleasure to comply with your request if it was in my power, 
but, I really know so little of my Father’s history that it

Father as a farmer in Tennessee or a soldier. I suppose 
He was a militia Dragoon, because altho only 5 years old, I 
yemember....... only his Dragoon coat with white horse ... on

I’ll say on one occasion...our house was surrounded by

During the parley (?) she was 
once induced to come down to the door which was secured by a 
strong bar & chain to give them some whiskey as they said 
they would go away if she would give them some but as she 
attempted to open the door a little, one of them struck at 
her with a knife but she closed the door by the bar....and 
his knife stuck in the door. They soon after went away and 
we were released from our confinement. My father returned 
home in an hour after their departure, then it was I saw for 
the first time the real passion of man get possession of 
ALM cs He could scarcely be persuaded by my mother from 
the folly of following him by himself but she at length 
prevailed upon him to put on his uniform and collect his 
company as there was too many of the Indians to be mastered 
by less than a dozen whites which she said he could collect. 

My Father accordingly set off on horse back in his Cas I

operation my father who appeared to have been something of a 
waterman....and my elder brother was appointed to the 
command of one... No. 11 and (?) had obtained aa 
midshipman’s warrant and a schooner with the rank €?) of 
Masters... mounting four head (?) of guns, he was ordered 
immediately into service & my mother was left to move the 
family down to New Orleans. 

The next call by the direction of my father - a keel 
boat was built for us and our family floated down the river 
in it, under the charge of a young man from Kentucky by the 
name of Merrill Brady. The next season in New Orleans was 
something like the present - a most deadly yellow fever 
season and my mother fell a victim to it. 

The children of whom were five, were placed by my Father 
in different families to be brought up ... It so happened 
that a.....

He was in ..... wretched (7) 
health until my father took him to his house & my mother 
nursed him as long as health permitted her..... but it 
pleased the order of all things to take them both out of the 
world at the same time, one by consumption, the other by 
yellow fever and they were both interred on the same day (so 
I have been told). 

TI was with the rest of the children removed from home 
and knew nothing of the sickness of my mother until she had 
already been dead some time.

From that time to the day of his death Com’dr Porter was 
a father to me and I never saw my own father again. I was 
seven years old when I left home so you see how little I 
would know of his life and character, in fact, all that I 
know I gathered from others. About 25 years ago while in 
Norfolk where I generally reside I received a message that 
there was a gentleman at the Hotel who wished to see me. I 
went down and an elderly gentleman who introduced himself as 
the old and early friend of my father’s and wished to see if 
I was a sprig worthy of the parent stock.

McKee, then a member of Congress from Alabama. He informed 
me that a Mr. Ogden and himself and my father were the 3 
first settlers of Tennessee. They lived in a log cabin for

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Local interest revived in Farragut legend 


& Historical 
commission wants 
to replace sign

GAUTIER — Memories of 
Adm. David Glasgow Farragut 
are stirring again now that the 
Gautier Historic Preservation 
Commission has shown inter- 
est in erecting a memorial sign 
along U.S. 90. 

In 1954, a historical marker 
was placed along U.S. 90 west 
of Gautier to recognize the area 
as the boyhood home of Civil 
War-hero Farragut, and his 
father, George, a syldier in the 
American Revolution. 

That sign, according to state 
historian Jim Woodsick, was 
lost during high winds from a 
storm, although the exact date 
is unknown. The cost of erect- 
ing a new monument vould be 
the responsibility of the. city, 
Woodrick said. 

“There are no state funds for 
markers now. We can provide 
Gautier the marker, but it will 
cost $1,500,” he said. 

Interest in the marker has 
recently been renewed. 

The area where George Far- 
ragut raised his family — shad- 
ed, rolling hills that stretched 
from Farragut lake to what is 
now Martin Bluff Road and 
into Vancleave — has become 
part of the city of Gautier 
through the recent annexation. 

The property is part of a 900- 
acre Spanish land grant award- 
ed to George Farragut. George 
Farragut joined U.S. Navy 


Capt. David Porter to support 
Gen. Andrew Jackson at the 
Battle of New Orleans in 1814, 
a stunning victory for the 
young American nation over 
British forces. 

Farragut’s son would also go 
on to glory more than 80 years 
later. 

James Farragut was taken 
in by Porter and given.the 
opportunity to live a life at sea. 
The young boy changed his 
name to David in honor of his 
new benefactor. 

During the Civil War, David 
Farragut was assigned to roam 
the Gulf of Mexico from Florida 
to Texas as part of a blockade. 
Many Pascagoula vessels bear- 
ing turpentine, cotton and oth- 
er goods became prizes of the 
Union blockades. 

In 1862, Farragut was 
ordered to take New Orleans 
for the Union, and after using 
Ship Island as a base, he 
stormed up the Mississippi, 
past the city’s defenses and 
secured the South’s largest 
port. 

Farragut helped maintain 
the Union blockading strate- 
gy in the Gulf and also sup- 
ported Union army movements 
along the Mississippi River 
until 1864.

Here, it has been reported, 
Farragut made the order to 
“damn the torpedoes, full speed 
ahead!” 

Freeman, the operator of a 
fishing fleet out of New 
Orleans who had managed to 
stay neutral until his 
encounter with the Union 
admiral, was awarded the Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor for 
bravery. 

George Farragut died at 
Point Plaquet in West 
Pascagoula, although his actu- 
al burial site is unknown. In

I have received your letter regarding the tomb of George Farragut. In 
August 1974 Marc Rucker, archaeologist with the Highway Department at 

that time, conducted a cultural resources survey of the proposed rest 

area on Interstate Highway 10 near Lake Farragut. He did not find any 
evidence of a cemetery in this area at that time. In October 1981 we 
rechecked this area for evidence of archaeological or historic sites 
during the construction of the rest area. Most of the dirt moving had 
been completed at that time and we did not note any evidence of a cemetery. 


I have contacted Alton Arrington, resident engineer with the Highway 
Department in Escatawpa. He says that they did not detect the presence 
of burials or tombs during construction of the rest area. However, he 
has agreed to cooperate with you in your effort to determine if the 
cemetery is located within the highway right of way. His address is:

tracked him to his lair deep in the silent woods 
and in two or three years sufficed to build up 
acolony of thirty or forty souls. 

The fort, or block house, which was 
erected was nota pretentious affair but it was 
well-constructed of a double thickness of logs 
with portholes from which effective work 
could be accomplished with light ordinance 
of the day. At times during the earlier days 
of the settlement entire families would retire 
at night in the block house which was kept 
stored with ample provisions to sustain the 
inhabitants through an ordinary siege. 

Luckily they were never attacked 
by the Indians and the little village rapidly 
grew to be an important trading post with 
more business than Knoxville for a few years. 
Stores were established and pretentious 
houses erected, some of which are yet stand- 
ing in the last stages of decay. 

There were a tavern, a tannery, a 
wagon shop, cabinet factory, and the other 
industries appealing to the patronage of the 
surrounding country. All these save the tan- 
nery have long since gone the way of all 
things earthly. There are yet one or two stores, 
the post office, and the smithy, but it must 
have been many a day since a roof was resh- 
ingied or a house repainted or a nail driven 
in the ancient village. 

The location of the old fort is still 
pointed out to visitors just south of the main 
road on a small elevation above the banks of 
Turkey creek. It was preserved as long as 
possible. The last stick of it had disappeared 
full forty years ago. Surrounding the village 
are the fertile and well-cultivated farms of 
the Campbells, Nelsons, Russells, Praters, 
and others. 

One of the most noted citizens of 
Campbell Station in the olden time was Capt. 
James Bell, who owned many acres of fertile 
lands in the neighborhood, and who was a 
prince among good men in all respects. He, 
too, kept an inn on the western outskirts of 
the village, close by the highway, and it was 
one of the most famous hostelries in the 
country. He entertained in the regal style of 
the old regime and was known from Wash- 
ington to New Orleans for his generous hos- 
pitality. He built the old Bell house at State 
and Main streets in Knoxville which was for 
years the leading hotel in the city. 

Among others of the early pioneers 
of Campbell Station were the Russells and 
Martins, familics that were and are still 
prominent throughout Tennessee. “Uncle 
Johnny” Campbell, a son of David Campbell, 
is still living near the Station and is nearing 
his ninetieth year.

Chapter XII 
Birthplace of Admiral Farragut - Battle of 
Campbell’s Station 


In all the written histories of Admi- 
ral Farragut, U.S.N., it is stated that he was 
born at Campbell Station and there has al- 
ways been a great deal of speculation as to 
the exact spot upon which the parents resided 
when the naval hero came into the world. 

The plain truth is that Admiral Far- 
ragut was not born in nor quite near the vil- 
lage of Campbell Station, but at the time 
Campbell Station was the only post office or 
town within many miles and biographers 
have been almost compelled to give the little 
village credit for what afterwards proved to 
be a notable event. 

After diligent research the writer is 
able to positively locate the spot and possi- 
bly the first thing that attracted the attention 
of the infant Farragut when his eyes were 
fairly opened were the stil! blue waters of the 
Tennessee river. On a bluff near Lowe’s ferry, 
one and a half miles southeast of Concord, 
and three miles from Campbell Station, 
George Farragut built a log cabin in 1793 or 
1794, and here on the Sth day of July, 1800, 
David Glasgow, the admiral, was born. 

George Farragut, David’s father, 
served through the Revolutionary war with 
distinction. At the close of the war he was 
placed in command of the military district of 
Washington which embraced the Carolinas, 
and a part of the great southwest territory. 
While thus engaged he married Elizabeth 
Shine, of North Carolina, and settled tempo- 
rarily on the banks of the Tennessee near 
Campbell Station, on the Indian frontier. 

Mrs. Farragut was a woman of 
unusual courage and on one occasion de- 
fended her house single-handed against a 
roving band of Indians who threatened to bum 
the house and murder the family. With her 
own rifle she put them to flight. 

About 1807 the Farraguts removed 
to Louisiana, settling near New Orleans. 

In the life of Admiral David Farra- 
gut we have the true embodiment of the 
American, the fearless soldier, the invincible, 
indomitable leader of men. 


The ancient village of Campbell 
Station was the scene of quite a respectable 
battle a few days previous to the battle of Fort 
Saunders and the raising of the siege of 
Knoxville in November, 1863. On or about 
October 25 General Burnside was informed 
that the Confederate forces under command 
of General Longstreet had departed from 


Chattanooga with the purpose of capturing 
Knoxville and occupying the East Tennes- 
see valley. He thereupon took steps to inter- 
cept the invading army at the Tennessee river 
and an army of ten thousand men was sent 
out for that purpose. 

One division was hurried to King- 
ston, another was Stationed at Maryville and 
Rockford, while the main body of troops 
occupied the heights at Loudon and guarded 
the ferry near Lenoirs. General Longstreet 
remained in the neighborhood of Chat- 
tanooga until November 4, when with 
20,000 men he commenced his march to- 
wards Knoxville. At Sweetwater General 
Wheeler with his division was detached and 
ordered to Maryville, where on the 13th they 
defeated the Union forces in a sharp skir- 
mish, 

McLaws’ division came up by way 
of Kingston and General Hood with his di- 
vision including two battalions of artillery 
marched straight on toward Loudon. On the 
morning of the 13th, it having been deter- 
mined to hold Knoxville at all hazards, 
General Burnside ordered the evacuation of 
Loudon. He struck camp on the morning of 
the 15th and marched to Lenoirs, where the 
night was spent and where two days’ rations 
were issued. 

In the meantime McLaws’ division 
of Longstreet’s army was marching up the 
Kingston road toward Knoxville. A short 
distance west of Campbell Station the main 
road from Loudon intersects the Kingston 
road and therefore the ancient village be- 
came a strategic point. Burnside desired to 
reach the intersection of the two roads ahead 
of McLaw, and in order to do the same, 
Hartranft’s division and Biddle’s cavalry 
were on the march before daylight the 16th. 

The roads were a sea of mud and 
rapid marching was quite out of the ques- 
tion, so it was near 12 o’clock when they 
reached the goal. The Confederate forces 
were so close upon them that they scarcely 
had time to get in position for battle. In a 
short time Burnside’s main army came up 
and was formed in line. White’s division and 
five batteries of six guns each occupied the 
center; Hartranft’s division the extreme 
right, and Ferrero’s division made the left 
wing. 

The Federal forces were no sooner 
prepared for battle than General Longstreet 
came up with Hood’s division temporarily 
in command of General Jenkins. The Con- 
federate forces were soon placed in posi- 
tion with Jenkins on the left, McLaws’s on

him a command position. Because he was a Southerner they were unsure 

of his loyalty. 

However, James Farragut said, through the work of the Porter family 
the future admiral was given command of the navv. 

In 1862 Farragut, at the age of 61, was appointed to the western-Gulf 
blockading squadron in command of the largest fleet that had ever sailed 
under the U.S. flag. He was assigned the task of capturing New Orleans 
and opening the Mississippi River, which he accomplished by 1863. For 
doing that Congress created for him the title of rear admiral. 

James Farragut said that during the war, the admiral would often come 
ashore at Pascagoula to visit his sister. 

Then, at an age when most men today are thinking of retirement, 
.Farragut turned toward directing the capture of Mobile. 

The Battle of Mobile Bay has been recounted many times but the 
moment of his famous command is worth briefly retelling. As the fleet 
was passing Fort Morgan the ironclad Tecumseh struck an underwater 
mine, or torpedo, and sank. The old admiral then lashed himself to the 
rigging of his ship, the Hartford. made his famous utterance to ignore the 
torpedoes, broke from his place in the line and hurried to put his vessel 
in the lead of the fleet. 

This action inspired the whole fleet with confidence at a moment of 
confusion and indecision which might have lead to defeat. 

For his action in capturing Mobile Congress created for Farragut the 
title of admiral. Shortly after this he was relieved of his command at his 
ewn request and in December 1864 was given a grand ovation in New 
York and $50,000 to buy a house there.

months, brings to view the wreck of 
a Cenfederate gunboat tn the sands 
about 2000 feet from the shore. Very 
Mttle is left; just 6 boilers and a 
fow pieces of barnacle-covered tron, 
which miht+ possibly bavo been 
parts cf the engine equipment. 

Old residents say that the {1l-fated 
craft was beached by her own crew 
rather than permit her to fall {nto 
the hands of a pursuing Federal fleet. 
Tse eww abcndoned the gunbost in 
shallow water after set g her afire 
and waded to the shore. During the 
yenrs since tho close of tho war the 
wooden structure of the bnat rotted 
off and drifted ashore. The bollers 
and iron work remaine., settling 
deeper and deeper in the sands, and 
in a few years oven this will be gone.
